Momentous Discussions 


Opposing Forces Declare Armistice of Two -Hours to 
Bury Their Dead and Collect Wounded.----Conflict Is 
Now Raging With Greater Fierceness Than on Other 
Days of Attack.---Seven Shattered Regiments of Kaiser’s 
‘Dashing Uhlans Captured. : : 


LONDON, ‘Mag. 8.—The Admiralty again denied the report of the Battle in the 
North Sea. 


ROTTERDA\Wi, Aug. 8.—Returning from the front this morning the Ninth Regiment 
of the Army defending Liege paraded the streets of Antwerp, each soldier carrying a 
German Helmet on his bayonet. There was great patriotic enthusiasm. The vast throng 
cheered and wept. ; - 


BRUSSELS, Aug. 9.—The Belgians are still on top at Liege. F rench reinforcements 
arrive. English coming. Belgians say they will hold Liege indefinitely. 


BRUSSELS, Aug. 8.—The.Germans attacking Liege suffered a loss of 20,000 men 
killed, wounded and prisoners, so the Belgian War Ministry announced today. The fol- 
lowing official statement was issued: “The Germans lost, according to our estimate, 
15,000 killed and injured at Liege. Our losses are much smaller. We have taken about 
5,000 prisoners. The report that the Germans asked for an armistic of 24 hours is un- - 
true. By mutual consent both armies suspended operations for two hours last evening to 
gather the wounded. No forts have been captured by the Germans, but their artillery 
has caused great damage and killed many non-combatants as well as soldiers. The con- 


flict continues.” 


- ASSAULT IS RENEWED 


German artillery bombarded Liege and its protecting forts throughout the night: --The 
assault on the city was renewed at dawn today in the midst of a terrific storm. A heavy 
rain is falling and swelling the river Meuse and its tributaries. This will impede the Ger- 
man advance. The conflict is raging with greater fierceness than on the other days of 
attack. An official report to the.war ministry states that a division of German cavalry 
crossed the Meuse north of Liege and was surprised and practically annihilated by the 
Belgian cavalry and infantry, supported by a battery of light artillery. The German rout 
was complete, the Belgians capturing more than 5,000 prisoners from the seven shattered 
regiments of the Kaiser’s dashing Uhlans. 


GERMAN CAVALRY MOWED DOWN 


The German cavalry fought bravely but were mowed down by the Belgian batteries 
as they charged at full speed. They twice attempted to break the ranks of Belgian forces 
but each time they were hurled back with heavy losses. While the Uhlans were charg- 
ing the Belgian infantry in face of the murderous machine guns and rifle fire they were 
struck on the left flank by 3,000 Belgian cavalry that had arrived. from*Louvain, where 
King Albert’s troops are concentrated for the defence of Brussels. 


Fort Fleron, battered by hundreds of German shells, is isolated from the rest of the 
fortifications. The little garrison is fighting desperately. 


Every open space between the defending forts proved a death trap for the Germans. 
In trenches protected by barbed wire and mines the Belgians repulsed numerous attacks 
in the direction of Bressoux today.

The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter sectior of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Land: 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), ‘on. 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home 
stead on.a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 


each of three years after earning 
horrestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
yaars, cultivate 50 acres and erect a 
house worth $300.
